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Svekla gets 
life sentence 


No parole for 17 years 
for murder of prostitute

Convicted killer Thomas Svekla won't be eligible 
for parole for 17 years while he 
serves out a life sentence in jail, 

Court of Queen's Bench Justice Ster¬ 
ling Sanderman ruled yesterday. 

Svekla, convicted June 3 of sec¬ 
ond-degree murder in the death of 
Theresa Innes, a 36-year-old mother 
of two, remained emotionless as the 
sentence was read. 

"In another era, maybe another 
century, Mr. Svekla would be known 
as a cad, he'd be known as a louse, he'd be known 
as a lowlife," said Sanderman yesterday. 

Innes, a sex-trade worker who reportedly 
smoked crack cocaine with Svekla, was found 
dead inside a hockey bag in Fort Saskatchewan 
in May 2006. 

Her naked body was rammed and contorted 


into a cocoon to fit in the bag that was stuffed 
with compost worms, garbage bags and a 
shower curtain. 

Along with second-degree murder in Innes' 
death, he was also convicted of committing an 
indignity to her dead body, a charge that re¬ 
sulted in a concurrent term of four years. 

"We don't treat the dead with the utter con¬ 
tempt and utter disregard that you 
exhibited to Miss Innes," Sander¬ 
man told a stolid Svekla. 

Innes' mother, Beverley, said her 
family was pleased with the deci¬ 
sion, and that Svekla "won't hurt 
anybody again." 

Before sentencing, Innes' oldest 
son, Mike, spoke loudly in court as 
he gave a victim impact statement. 
"I don't have a mother, those 
dreams are taken away from me," he said while 
Svekla sat with an uncomfortable look on his face. 

Svekla declined to speak when asked by San¬ 
derman if he wished to make a statement. 

"I wish to say nothing at this time," said 
Svekla very quietly.

Alberta Energy Resources Conservation 
Board says the leak was detected at about 
10:30 p.m. from the sweet crude oil pipeline 
licensed to Pembina Pipelines. 


Pembina's Les Swelin said recent high water 
caused the river to change channels, which may 
have undermined the pipeline. 

Tom Jackson, who farms on the west bank of 
the river, says his family noticed a strong smell 
of gas about 9:30 Sunday evening. 

"The smell just gradually got a little worse. It 
was a very strong smell," said Jackson.

A Sherwood Park driver who 
was high on prescription 
medicine at the time of a crash 
that killed a Gibbons father of 
three, stood in the defendant's 
stand yesterday with tears in 
his eyes and apologized to the 
man's family. 

"I take full blame for the ac¬ 
tion," Ian Maclsaac, 29, told 
the family of Brian Moulder. 

"Every day I suffer for what 
I have done." 

Maclsaac will spend 29 
months in prison, and is

Members of Moulder’s 
family told reporters outside 
the courthouse the sentence 
was too lenient. 

Sanderman said the sen¬ 
tence could have been 
longer if Maclsaac didn’t 
plead guilty along with hav¬ 
ing a clean criminal record.

Court of Queen's Bench Jus¬ 
tice Sterling Sanderman ruled 
yesterday. 

Maclsaac, 29, pleaded 
guilty to several charges, in¬ 
cluding, impaired driving 
causing death, possession of a 
controlled substance for the 
purpose of trafficking and 
possession for the proceeds of 


crime. 

Moulder, 54, was driving 
through the intersection of 50 
Street and Manning Drive in 
December 2005 when his Toy¬ 
ota Echo was struck by a 
Dodge pickup truck that blew 
past a read light, according to 
an agreed statement of facts. 

After the crash, police dis¬ 
covered 237 grams of mari¬ 
juana in a backpack inside the 
truck, along with $160,000 in 
cash. 

"He was my dad and you 
took him from me, that will 
never change," said Moulder's 
daughter Robin Moulder, in a 
written victim impact state¬ 
ment. 'A wonderful man has 
been taken away."

But Ross Levin, an in¬ 
vestor from New York who 
came out to see what was 
going on, said while there are 
real environmental issues, 
he's not sure it would be eco¬ 
nomically wise to immedi¬ 


ately halt oil sands produc¬ 
tion. 

"If environmental activists 
... want to change the sys¬ 
tem, they will have to bear 
the economic consequences," 
he said. 

Pierre Alvarez, president 
of the association, said that 
there are regulations in place 
to minimize impact of the oil- 
sands projects. 

As for the water, he said he 
"would have no hesitation 
drinking (treated) water from 
any municipality anywhere 
in the province."

‘Super-Earths' discovered

Researchers say 
Earth-like planets 
may be common 

European researchers said 
yesterday they discovered a 
batch of three "super-Earths" 
orbiting a nearby star, and two 
other solar systems with small 
planets as well. 

They said their findings, 
presented at a conference in 
France, suggest that Earth-like 
planets may be very common. 

"Does every single star har¬ 
bour planets and, if yes, how 
many?" asked Michel Mayor 
of Switzerland's Geneva Ob¬ 
servatory. "We may not yet 
know the answer but we are 
making huge progress to¬ 
wards it," Mayor said in a 
statement. 

The trio of planets orbit a 
star slightly less massive than 
our Sun, 42 light-years away 
towards the southern Doradus 


and Pictor constellations. A 
light-year is the distance light 
can travel in one year at a 
speed of 300,000 km a second, 
or about 9.5 trillion km. 

The planets are bigger than 
Earth — one is 4.2 times the 
mass, one is 6.7 times and the 
third is 9.4 times. They orbit 
their star at extremely rapid 
speeds — one whizzing 


around in just four days, com¬ 
pared with Earth's 365 days, 
one taking 10 days and the 
slowest taking 20 days. 

Mayor and colleagues used 
the High Accuracy Radial ve¬ 
locity Planet Searcher or 
HARPS, a telescope at La Silla 
observatory in Chile, to find 
the planets.

Woods battles through 
bad knee, playoff hole to 
win third U.S. Open 

Tiger Woods held off a late comeback by 
fellow American Rocco Mediate and 
sporadic knee pain to win his 14th major 
title in a nailbiting playoff for the U.S. 
Open yesterday. 

The world No. 1, three shots ahead 
after 10 holes, slipped to one behind 
playing the last before triumphing in 
sudden-death with a regulation par at 
the 19th hole on the South Course at 
Torrey Pines. 

Woods, who birdied the par-five 18th 
to match Mediate's level-par round of 
71, sealed his third U.S. Open victory 
with a two-putt par at the seventh 
where his birdie attempt from 25 feet 
fell inches short. 

Mediate bogeyed the hole after driv¬ 
ing into a fairway bunker and pulling his 
approach into the left rough 100 yards 
short of the green. After reaching the 
green in three, he failed to sink the par 


putt from 20 feet. 

"Today was just unreal," a beaming 
Woods said in a greenside television in¬ 
terview after joining his childhood idol 
Jack Nicklaus as the only player to win 


each of the four majors at least three 
times. 

"It was back and forth, back and forth 
and 90 holes wasn't enough. We had to

Braidwood in 
for opener? 


I t only makes sense that 
the Edmonton Eskimos 
are looking ahead in¬ 
stead of back at the 39-14 
pre-season stomping they 
absorbed from the Calgary 
Stampeders at McMahon 
Stadium on Friday. 

That holds especially 
true for defensive lineman 
Adam Braidwood and re¬ 
ceiver Jason Tucker, who 
were both spared taking 
part in that drubbing be¬ 
cause they’ve been on the 
shelf with injuries. 

Tucker, out with back 
spasms, might suit up in 
Thursday’s pre-season fi¬ 
nale against Saskatchewan 
at Commonwealth Sta¬ 
dium. It’s highly unlikely 
Braidwood, hobbled after 
tweaking the left knee he 
had repaired in the off-sea¬ 
son, will see game action 
until there are points on 
the line in the regular sea¬ 
son opener June 28 in 
Saskatchewan. That’s the 
date that matters. 

“It’s just a question of 
trying to be smart,” said 
head coach Danny Macio- 
cia, who is hoping to get 
both players back into 
practice sessions this week. 

Tucker, who turns 32 
June 24, has been limited 
to taking treatment, 
stretching and, of late, run¬ 
ning on his own, since his 
back got cranky on the 
first day of camp. Despite 
the setback, he’s confident 
he’ll be 100 per cent when 
it counts. He’d better be. 
The seven-year veteran, 
coming off a 2007 cam¬ 
paign in which he hauled 
in 51 passes for 792 yards 
despite missing four games 
with a bad knee, is the 
most proven target Ricky 
Ray has at his disposal. 

“I think I’ll be ready to 
go,” Tucker said of playing

Thursday. “Get in, get the 
timing down and roll right 
into regular season. It’s 
like riding a bike. Once you 
get on, you don’t forget.” 

Braidwood, 24, is being 
counted on to anchor the 
defensive line, which won’t 
resemble the overwhelmed 
group manhandled by the 
Stampeders Friday when 
the season begins. 

The 6-foot-4, 275- 
pounder tore his ACL 
against Saskatchewan last 
Oct. 26 and worked his way 
into camp slowly. Not long 
after Braidwood got into 
drills, the knee started giv¬ 
ing him grief. 

“I’m just trying to get 
ready for the regular sea¬ 
son,” said Braidwood, who 
is breaking in a new knee 
brace. 

“I talked to Danny and 
the training staff and, obvi¬ 
ously, they want me to get 
in some full reps, so I’m 
definitely looking to get 
into practice as soon as 
possible.” 

Even had he not aggra¬ 
vated the knee, Braidwood 
insists he wasn’t counting 
on playing in either pre¬ 
season game. While Macio- 
cia has decisions to make 
up front, the status of a 
healthy Braidwood isn’t 
one of them.

The sound of alienation 


The Awkward 
Stage has message 
we can ail relate to

Contemporary pop culture is 
packed with conceptions of 
awkwardness: the Office's 
satire, the romance of emo or 
the aw-shucks of John 
Hughes films. 

Shane Nelken — singer- 
songwriter in Vancouver's 
The Awkward Stage — loves 
them all. 

'Awkwardness is always 
there. No matter how confi¬ 
dant people seem, there's 
some scenario that can make 
their confidence totally end," 
said Nelken, who is joined on 
the new album by band- 
mates Tygh Runyan, Tony 
Koelwyn and Chris Mitchell. 
"Too often youth is sentimen¬ 
talized in songs and pop cul¬ 
ture as a glorious time, but I 
think it was a horrible time." 

Nelken's perspective on 
awkwardness envelops his 
work. His debut album's cover 
featured a headgear-sporting 
Nelken perched beside a blow¬ 
up doll. Anime Eyes, a track off 
Slimming Mirrors, Flattering 
Lights, references Otaku, a 
subculture of disaffected

Japanese youth that science 
fiction author William Gibson 
described as "pathological- 
techno-fetishist-with-social- 
deficit" and Nelken as 
"disconnected from reality and 
instead their life is all virtual 
—that's their world." 

Despite generally sounding 
happy, the new record 
touches on a consistent theme 
of alienation and disconnec¬ 
tion. For example, the title 
refers to the effect a strong set 
has on a photo shoot — a sit¬ 
uation also brought up in the 
song Only Good Days 
Caught on Camera. Nelken \ 
explained that the idea be¬ 


hind such images was that 
managing appearances often 
doesn't address root prob¬ 
lems, instead just making 
things look OK. 

"I didn't set out to make a 
concept album, _ 

but most

the songs, if not all of them, 
deal with things being not 
quite what they seem," he 
said. "(They all cover) some 
form of delusion." 

Philosophy aside, in a 
musical sense 
Nelken 




draws inspiration from pop 
outsiders like Nick Lowe. 
While such artists stuck to the 
genre's focus on melody, they 
also wrote lyrics and music 
that subverted predictable 
formats. At the same time, 
Nelken is conscious of the 
danger of sounding too clever. 

"Nick Lowe (shows that) 
just because something has a 
pop melody doesn't mean it 
has to be devoid of sub¬ 
stance," he said. "There's so 
much punk rock energy run- 
l ning throughout every one 
Ifeb of (Lowe's) songs that 
Jr make it heavier than some

tis the ultimate punk ni¬ 
hilist, taking “we mean it, 
maaan!” to the logical con¬ 
clusion for the author of 
some of the most despair¬ 
ing lyrics ever set to 
music. 

Corbijn’s movie shows 
that a youthful, impulsive 
marriage, an affair, and 
the side effects of epilepsy 
medication were the more 
concrete, banal sources of 
Curtis’ emotional turmoil, 
and the director drama¬ 
tizes is all in an austere, 
black-and-white style that 
evokes British kitchen sink 
drama of the ’60s. 

Grant Gee’s Joy Division 
broadens the picture 
wider, putting Curtis and 
his band in the context of 


northern England in the 
’70s, using a combination 
of archival footage and in¬ 
terviews with Curtis’ band- 
mates and contemporaries 
and Annilc Honore, his 
girlfriend. The documen¬ 
tary does a great job evok¬ 
ing not just the particular 
political entropy in Eng¬ 
land at the time, but the 
tired, shopworn, pre-apoc- 
alyptic feel of the late ’70s 
in general, which was 
such fertile social ground 
for the bleakness that in¬ 
spired Curtis, both cre¬ 
atively and personally. 

More painfully, it details 
how everyone around him 
completely misread the ob¬ 
vious signals he was given, 
either by misinterpreting 
it as mere art, or through 
stoic northern male emo¬ 
tional indifference.

SO DEMANDING: Single or childless 
people can attest to the transforma¬ 
tion that often overtakes their friends 
when they have kids — an overwhelm¬ 
ing urge to update you on their latest 
parenting adventures 
that’s both obsessive 
and boring, and can 
only partially be blamed 
on a chronic sleep defi¬ 
ciency that, as the med¬ 
ical textbooks tell us, 
can lead to psychosis. 

During the first few 
months of their baby’s 
life, parents are often 
grateful for those mo¬ 
ments, late at night, 
when they can unwind in front of the 
tube, their baby asleep on their shoul¬ 
der, but as soon as it’s obvious that 
junior has noticed the TV’s magic dio¬ 
rama, the anxiety begins, prompted 
by studies — printed monthly in every 
parenting magazine — that inform us 
that just three hours of TV watching 
a week in the first two years of a 
child’s life will irrevocably damage 
their chances of getting a scholarship 
to Yale law school. 

These studies get trotted out on cue 
in a piece by Joanna Weiss in Sun¬ 
day’s Boston Globe, but only after the

writer gets anxious over the much 
harder-to-quantify effect that DVRs 
and video-on-demand will have on 
vulnerable young minds. Weiss be¬ 
gins by waxing nostalgic for the TV of 
her youth, a life lived 
“beholden to the tele¬ 
vision schedule,” 
where she had to 
watch what was on, 
only when it was on, 
and had to suffer 
through Charlie’s An¬ 
gels reruns after 
school, because she 
probably didn’t have 

_ much a few hundred 

cable channels to 

choose from or a hard drive full of 
TiVo’d shows. 

What Weiss seems to have forgot¬ 
ten is that this Edenic world flat out 
sucked — I know because I was there, 
too. Given the choice between trawl¬ 
ing up and down the vast expanse of 
digital cable until I find something to 
kill an hour or two — usually the Mili¬ 
tary Channel or Alton Brown touring 
diners and truck stops on Food — 
and a quick circuit of less than a 
dozen channels that inevitably leads 
to The Love Boat, I’ll take the former. 

Weiss recounts the awkward con¬ 


versation she has with her four-year- 
old whenever the kid asks to see 
something that isn’t either on the 
DVR’s hard drive or available on de¬ 
mand. I’ve had that conversation, 
which Weiss doesn’t seem to be able 
to see as an expression of a child’s 
concept of the eternal now. Time and 
all its existential implications will im¬ 
press itself soon enough on her 
child’s mind. Weiss worries, nonethe¬ 
less that her child is “missing some¬ 
thing if she isn’t forced to wait for 
precisely what she wants.” 

I sometimes think that this in¬ 
evitable parental recourse to wailing 
“What about the children?” has been 
as effective a form of non-pharmaceu- 
tical birth control for the childless as 
kids-eat-for-free nights at restaurants. 
Weiss’ worries about being able to 
pause a show or choose what you 
want to watch when you want are 
only valid if you think that book¬ 
marks and libraries have made read¬ 
ing an activity full of potentially 
damaging side effects. And if you’re 
so worried, maybe now’s the time to 
go all Amish and kick the TV to the 
curb — if you dare.
